CZAR'S ATTITUDE NOT REL-

subject of a conference this 
after- 


noon between Secretary- Hay 
and 


Count Cassini, the Russian ambassa- 
dor, which 
occurred at Secretary 


Hay's house, and lasted ^nearly an 
hour. 


It is denied that the ambassador 


brought official advices from his gov- 
ernment, but the fact that he Is still 
suffering from an attack of lumbago, 
which has confined him to the em- 
bassy for several weeks, is evidence 
of the urgency of the call. 


Steps already have been taken by 


the state department to ascertain the 
true inwardness of Russia's 
latest 


move. Ambassador McCormick 
at 


St. Petersburg has been, instructed 
by cable to present to the Russian 
foreign office 
a note which, while 


diplomatically known as one of in- 
quiry, is in substance a strong pro- 
test 
against 
Russia's 
demands. 


Cabled instructions also have been 
sent to Minister Conger at Pekin to 
express to the Chinese authorities 
the dissatisfaction 
of the 
United 


States with Russia's demand, and our 
hope that China will not accede to 
them. No answers have yet been re- 
ceived to either note, though official 
assurances are still reaching the de- 
partment that American interests in 
Manchuria will be protected. 


In the department's note, which

has presented already, Russia's atten- 
tion is called to the assurances which 
repeatedly 
have been 
given 
the 


United States relative to the preser- 
vation of the integrity of China and 
the continuance of the open 
door 


policy. Russia is also reminded of 
the severe blow to American trade 
which must follow the granting of 
the first two demands, that no more 
ports or towns in Manchuria can be 
opened and that no additional foreign 
consuls be admitted. 


Russia's reason for contending for

canvas than she has yet shown. She 
has already beaten the Shamrock H 
so decisively that the British yacht* 
Ing papers figure it out that if the Re^ 
liance does not prove at least ten 
minutes faster than the Columbia ov- 
er a thirty-mile course, the race is 
practically all over except the shout- 


ing. 
If the challenger can carry— 


and utilize—a still larger sail spread 
than she has yet had, the confidence 
of the British yachtsmen in her suc- 
cess will be still further 
increased. 


But yacht races that are won on pa- 
per by comparisons of what boats 
have done in trial races or in prev- 
ious contests are a good deal like po- 
litical victories won. beforehand by 
"percentage gains"—likely to be dis- 
appointing when the actual test 
comes. The Genesta, the Thistle and 
the Valkyries were sure winners of 
the cup on the other side ot the At- 
lantic, but they failed on this side, 
and the cup is on this side yet.

What our na- 
vy lacks in number of vessels it 
makes up in undoubted efficiency and 
Unssia would hardly be a match for 
us on the sea.

RUSSIA RELUCTANT. 


Russia's course in Manchuria since 


the end of the troubles in China in 


1900 
has been watched with 
sus- 


picion by the other powers whose 
troops participated in the memorable 
march to Pekin. The czar's govern- 
ment has displayed a decided reluc- 
tance to live up to its own agree- 
ments and this reluctance has grown 
more marked with 
each passing 


month. No excuse has been too triv- 
ial to be advanced as a reason for 
continuing the military 
occupation 


of Manchuria and it now seems evi 
dent that Russia does not mean to 
withdraw at all, if she can help it. 


Not one of lately allied 
powers, 


with the possible exception of Franc* 
is willing to allow Russia to annex 
Manchuria.

A hidden crime, a life under its 


shadow, the expiation and the peace 
that follows confession, these are not 
new features in Maxwell Grey's books, 
but she elaborates her 
theme so 


variously and well that her stories 
are always worth reading. In "Rich- 
ard Rosny" we are introduced to the 
here (aged nine) in velvet and long 
curls, as he bias gobdby to his mother 
and step-father as they go on their 
wedding journey. 
Son of a naval 


officer, happily dead, and 
an. emo- 


tional mother, he has a checkered ca- 
reer. 
Th-e step-father 'begins well, 


but takes to drink and drugs (largely 
because of the aforesaid emotional 
temperament), and finally dlea sud- 
denly. Whereat the burden falls up- 
on, young Rosny's shoulders and is 
bravely borne. In fact, he is not sat- 
isfied and adds to his load a wife 
whose idea of a husband seems to 
bav<» been imbibed fro|m tiore^-vol- 
ume novels and who is accordingly 
disenchanted after marriage. There 
are the usual minor characters, the 
clergymen and the women who "par- 
ish," (we haven't adopted that phrase 
n this country) tho false friend, the 
classical student, the new young wo- 
man, 
etc , etc , and the interest of the 


story is not allowed to flag. 


The chief characters are exceed- 


ingly well wrought out, from! Richard 
to his hysterical mother, who wouW 
not retrench because it wan so "sor- 
did to consider questions ot cost," 
or hia wife who wanted to be often 
told that she was his nearest and 
dearest—a very natural wish surely 
There are some fine bits of descrip- 
tion, notably a shipwreck and res 
cue, 
and the feeling for nature, as 


in all Maxwell Grey's books, is most 
felicitously expressed. The chief in- 
terest, however, is the analysis of 
character and the clearness with 
which the effect of the boyish mis- 
deed is shown in its reaction upon a 
naturally impetuous temperament. It 
is in this line that the author excels 
and even in her masterpiece, "The 
Silence of Dean Maitland," she has 
done no better work than this. Tbis 
book is by no means a replica of that, 
the situations, characters and condi- 
tions are essentially different Indeed 
it might be contrasted with that, for 
the characters of the heroes are so 
radically unlike. Rosny was not a 
coward, physically or mentally, his 
concealment of his wrong doing was 
tor others rather than for himself, 
and throughout he haa the sympathy 
ot the reader.

Holstein 
milk will generally test lower than will 
:he milk of the other dairy breeds, but 
:lus is well offset by the greater quan- 
tity which they will give. If we were 
n this man's place, we would get a 
registered sire of this breed and put at 
tbe bead of the herd and raise a better 
type of Holsteins. 


We always like to see n big estate 


well scattered either by will or by pro- 
bate court proceedings. The law of 
entail may be a necessity where they 
breed lords and dukes, but is wholly 
antagonistic to the best interests of a 
free people. We have a great respect 
for a good, healthy inheritance tax as 
one distributing agency. 


In a country like ours, where only 


just so much law is ever enforced as 
tbe public wish enforced and where 
the rights of private ownership in any 
game birds or animals are contemptu- 
ously jopudiated, it is impossible to 
prese-n e this wild life, and it is at best 
only a question of a very few years 
until it will have been practically ex- 
terminated in all the well settled por- 
tions of the country.

These two varieties of 
trees ore the most difficult to trans- 
plant of any that we know of, owing 
to their having long taproots, which 
go down deep in the ground, and few 
if any surface fibrous roots. 
If we 


wished to transplant them we would 
prepare them one or two years pre- 
viously by cutting the taproot off two 
or more feet from the surface and com- 
pel them to throw out some surface 
roots. To attempt to move them with- 
out doing this would be to lose nearly 
if not quite all of them.

Dr. Bojiras. the distinguished Rus- 


sian Anthropologist, who is now in this 
country, .recently returned from a six 
years' sojourn among the tribes of 
northern Siberia, tells an interesting 
story of the revolting custom of the 
northern savages of killing the older 
members of the tribe whom advancing 
years have rendered unfit for partici- 
pation in the chase and other activities 
by which the savages supply them- 
selves with food. 


"The life of the north Siberian sav- 


age." said the doctor, "is one long, un-

and punishment. To kill his father 
when the latter becomes too old to 
bunt is a duty that uo Chukche dream* 
of shirking. 


"J had beard of this practice before I, 


ever entered Chukcheland aud, like 
most people of that time, was rather 
skeptical and inclined to view the mat- 
ter as a thing exaggerated, to say the 
least of it, but I was not with the 
tribe many mouths before I realized 
that other travelers aud explorers who 
had visited the outskirts of this region 
had told on.'y half the story. During 
my five years' sojourn with these peo- 
ple I had occasion to witness a number 
of such family executions, several of 
which made a deep and lasting im- 
pression upon uiy -mind. One case I 
remember was that of an 
aged 


Chukche, whom advancing years bad 
deprived of his seeing faculties, so 
that be could no longer hunt or fish. 
Like all whom I saw executed in this 
manner, he was eager to die, and a 
day and hour were set for bis eldest 
son to terminate the career of his fa- 
ther. 


"I was present on the occasion and 


witnessed the family murder from first 
to last. A running noose of walrus 
sinew was placed about the old man's 
neck, and when all was ready he lay 
down upon a pile of skins, with his 
head resting in his wife's lap. The 
latter, who was several years younger 
than he and who had not reached the 
period of uselessness, held his bead, in 
hpr bunds wn£le the eldest son, grasp- 
ing the sinew/cord, soon strangled the 
old man to death by a few quick and 
dextrous twists and turns of the rope. 
So firmly convinced are these people 
that the deathblow as given by a son, 
daughter, cousin or near relative l» 
painless that in this, as in all cases, 
the old man expired without a strug- 
gle. The faces of the son, wife and 
other relatives in the lodge betrayed 
no more sign or show of emotion than 
so many logs of wood. Never in my 
life had I seen a thing done in a more 
cold blooded and matter of fact way 
than this. The expression on the face 
of every one was intensely stolid, stu- 
pid and solemn. 


"On another occasion which I have 


In mind a venerable Chukche reached 
a point where he could no longer hunt 
or fish and where the welfare of the 
community demanded his execution. 
As usual, he was eager and anxious to 
die, and, making up his mind that he 
would die by a spear thrust at the 
hands of his oldest son, matters were 
arranged, and when the day arrived 
for the execution I was present with 
others to see how the murder would 
take place. 


"When everything was ready the 


space inside the lodge was cleared, and, 
kneeling at one end of the habitation, 
the old man bared bis breast and after 
giving minute directions to his son a a 
to how and where to strike in order to 
insure instant death told the latter to 
strike. The words were hardly out of 
his mouth when the son launched his 
spear, the point of which penetrated

the old man's left chest and, entering 
bis heart, produced almost instant 
death. As soon as this was done to the 
satisfaction of relatives and all present 
the usual funeral ceremonies, orgies 
and drinking bouts commenced, lasting 
several days. This is the reason why 
all the Cbukcbes one meets are mostly 
young men."

On Jan. 26, JS5C, the packet ship 


John Kutledge of New York sailed 
from Liverpool under the command of 
Captain Alexander Keliey of Ceuter- 
Tllle. \Iass. Besides the crew of twen- 
ty-two, there were 125 passengers on 
board. Of that company of 147 per- 
sons but one lived to {ell the tale of 
shipwreck and death that befelL That 
man. Thomas W. Nye, is still living in 
Fairhaven, Mass. He tells the story: 


"Our ship encountered stormy weath- 


er, but made fair progress until the

early morning of Feb. 19, when she 
struck an iceberg, which stove a hole 
in the starboard bow just below the 
water line. The pumps were put to 
work, but without avail. 


"Just before 7 o'clock that evening 


Captain Keliey ordered the boats to be 
got ready and informed the passengers 
that the ship must be abandoned. For 
the first time some of the passengers 
truly realized their situation. The five 
small boats were lowered, the mate 
and captain taking the quarter boats. 


"Mrs. Athison, the mate's wife, who 


jumped into her husband's boat, land- 
ed on; the compass, smashing it to 
pieces. 


"It was in this boat that I was or- 


dered to go, and just as the mate and 
carpenter were ready to leave the ship 
Captain Keliey sent them forward to 
once more try the pumps. They turned 
to do so when the captain gave orders 
to those in the two remaining boats to 
let go at once or they would be stove 
in. The other three boats had already 
departed. 


"Before we left the ship Captain 


Keliey had given each officer and my- 
self a bottle of brandy, thinking it 
might be serviceable. 


"In our boat besides Mrs. Athison 


were nine passengers, among whom 
were Mr. and Mrs. Henderson end 
their two children, the boatswain and 
one of the crew, a Scotchman. 


"For half an hour after we parted 


from the ship we were within speaking 
distance of the captain's boat, and 
then we became separated. What be- 
came of the other boats is known only 
to the Almighty. 


"For nine days, the longest I ever 


knew, we were adrift. 
My compan- 


ions grew weary with watching for a 
sail and lost courage. Hunger I did 
not experience, but my thirst was 
something terrible. It rained and 
snowed the first night, and the winds 
were very cold. 


"On the second day we gave up the 


use of the oars. We were so cold we 
could scarcely do anything, and our 
boat was entirely at the mo >y of the 
waves.

"The disappearance of the brig 


proved too much for the women, and 
they gave way to the most pitiful lam- 
entations of despair. Their suffering 
from thirst seemed nothing compared 
to this disappointment. 


"The next day the mute's wife died. 


She was the flret victim. Brandy, 
which she shared with the boatswain, 
hastened her end, and her body wa« 
thrown over the side of the boat In- 
•lead of sinking it floated on top of the 
water, as if determined to keep us cottf- 
pany out M spite. 


"A slight ruin that day ID a measure 


relieved out thirst. 


"After Mrs. Athlion's death the poor 


! erenturet dropped off on* by OM «Mk 


day, food for the sharks wbk-h fol- 
lowed us. 


"On the sixth day the boatswain be- 


came unmanageable. The brandy and 
salt water were getting in their work, 
and because I reproved him for not do- 
ing hia share of the watching he struck 
mf* on the ir-ft jaw with an empty' 
demijohn iu which had been kept our 
only »upuly of water. I returned the 
blow, and he lay in the bottom of the 
boat siuuned and helpless. Tbe next 
morning he diwl and. like the others, 
was throwa overboard.

"When I saw the effect of brandy on 


poor Mrs. Athison and the boatswain I 
unloosened my shirt front and threw 
my bottle into the sea. On the day fol- 
lowing the death of the boatswain Mr. 
Henderson bet-ame- a raving maniac.' 
He pulled his wife's hair out by the 
handful, and I thought it would be nee-' 
essary to end his misery, but he died a 
few hours after this, raving, and his 
two boys followed him during the 
night.

"We were so weak that after these 


deaths we could not lift the bodies over 
the side, and the dead and the living 
were huddled together in the bottom of 
the boat.

"On the seventh day it rained, and 


weak as I was I managed to catch 
some of the descending drops in a 
piece of oilcloth and shared this water. 
with my solitary companion, Mrs. Hen- { 
derson. I was drunk with an eager-! 
ness bordeung on frenzy, but there 
was uot enough to satisfy our thirst 


"That afternoon I \vas left alone in 


my nj*sery. Mrs. Henderson died just 
before nigbt came on 


"With five dead bodies I drifted 


about in the open ocean. My hands 
were frozen and my legs frozen half 
way to the knees. I had my senses all 
the time, and for two long days I 
watched as never a man watched be- 
fore for deliverance. 


"It is Impossible to describe my feel- 


ings. I was dying from thirst, and 
water was within my reach. 
Snow 


had collected on the bodies in the boat, 
and I scraped together as much of it 
as I could and ate it. I took icicles 
from the side of the boat and devoured 
them. 


"How much longer I could have 


stood this God only knows, but soon 
after sunrise on the 29th, the last day 
of February of that leap year, I bright- 
ened up. I felt as though the voyage 
was done. Just before noon I sighted 
a ship advancing from the leeward. I 
saw her mainsail hove up and the Jibs 
lowered, and then 1 knew that I was 
seen and that my deliverance was at 
hand. Two hours afterward a boat 
came alongside, and I appealed to the 
man at the helm to save me. That 
man was Charles H. Townsend of 
New Haven, mate of the packet ship 
Germania, from Havre, France, for 
New York- When we arrived in New 
York on March 27 iny health was com- 
pletely restored."
